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The "Mainland" and. Vancouver Island. 



To tho Editor of llu Tiiuea. 

Sir, — You can imagine with what 
interest every article in "Old Country" 
newspapers having reference to our 
affaire in this far-away spot of tho 
globe is read by British Columbians; 
but you cannot have any idea of the 
dismay and regret which arc felt by 
"Mainlanders" when they see that tho 
whole of tho arguments so ably brought 
forward are in the interest of a very 
■mall portion of this magnificent Pro- 
Tince — Vancouver Island— or, I might 
•with greater truth say, in the interest 
of Victoria, a single town at tho "fall- 
ing-off place" of British Columbia. 

Englishmen who have never been 
in this part of Her Majesty's dominion 
are too apt to bo misled in this matter, 
and to suppose that, because Victoria 
has done all the talking, lias boeu un- 
ceasing, and untiring in asserting her 
own interest in tho public speeches 
of her leading men and in the columns 
of her two local papers,— because, in 
short, Victoria lias not her greedy ex- 
pectations satisfied, that, therefore, 
the whole Province is almost in a state 
of rebellion. 

Will you allow mo, Sir, to say a 
word as to what the Mainland of Brit- 
ish Columbia thinks, premising that, 
were it not for tho trade of the Main- 
land, Victoria would now be what it 
was originally, an Indian village, find 
that ft small one? You are aware of tho 
cause of contentions between this 
Province and tho Dominion of Canada. 
It may be summed up as the Trans- 
continental Railway. The Premier 
and Government of the Dominion have 
been working energetically to carry 
out the programme bequeathed to 
thorn by their predecessors, Sir John 
A. Macdonald and his colleagues, 
which was,to have a rail communication 
from the Atlantic to tho Pacific, and 
within a certain time. Sir John's 
Government, moreover, fixing tho ter- 
minus at Esquimalt, on Vancouver 
Island, with a railway thence to Nan- 
ainio, and thence by bridge or ferry to 
tho Mainland. 

I supposo, Sir, that Sir Julia A. Mac- 
donald hiuislf would acknowledge that 
hit proposed road and thetiuio in which 
it was, to be constructed, and the placing 
tho terrniuus on an outlaying island, in- 
volving bridging between Mainland and 
Island of prodigious cost, are simply im- 
possibilities with tho means at the dis- 
posal of tho Dominion. Lie would, no 
doubt, also acknowledge that the mute 
through tho Mainland, in order t > connect 
it with the bridge or forry to the [eland, 
would of necessity go so far north as to 
leave tho settled and cultivated portions 
of tho Mainland as much oat of the reach 
of the benefits to bo derived from tin- 
railway as if it were made through Alas- 
ka. Mr. Mackenzie, who succeeded Sir 
John A. Macdonald, saw the absurdity of 
tho terms granted to British Columbia, 
and did the best he could in sending out 
numerous survey parties all over the con- 
tinent to discover the shortest ami best 
route to tho sea coast. This, I think, I 
may say, lias been accomplished, and a 
good route has been found, passing 
through, or close to, tho settled parts of 
the Province, and terminating at the mag- 
nificent harbor of Burrard Inlet— a har- 
bor capable of containing all tho navies 
in the world, with plenty of room to 
spare; a harbor wbieh Victorians in their 
blind ra;*e stigmatize ns dillieult and dan- 
gerous of access, but into whiah sailing 
•hips have been brought under Bail and 
without a pilot. 

Now, Sir, you can understand the bit- 
terness and selfishness of Victorians. 
They do not seem to care for the benefit 
of the Province at large, their sale idea 
toforcotho railway through thelsland un 1 
to Esquimalt/ so that their lands 
and town lots and speculative purchases 
may be made to return §20 for 81. When 
it was provod that tho expenses of taking 
tho railway across tho Straits to Vancou- 
ver Island would involve such frightful 
•xpenso that oven wealthy Great Britain 
would recoil from it, these disinterested 
patriots at Victoria fell upon the unfor- 
luuateDomiuionGovernnient with shrieks 
to broken terms of faith. 

And now, Sir. what does the Mainland 
say?— that Mainland from which tho Via- 
tprjane draw all their living, and whoso 
trade gives them the means to speculate 
incomer lots, and unoccupied land f Sir 
tho Mainland is satisfied, su far. They 
see that Mr. Mackenzie inherited an im- 
possible task from his predecessors. They 
a/sknowlodgo the energy and promptitude 
with which ho has conducted surveys all 
over tho country. They know that, alter 
all, tho route must bo settled by tho en- 
gineers. They know that, if a practicable 
route can bo found through the nettled 
portions of tho Province, no Minister 
would b« so treasonably guilty as to di- 



vert it to an unsettled and wild country 
in order to satisfy tlio hungry, greedy 
cormorants in Victoria, who aro making 
so much uoiso and turmoil over their dis- 
appointed hopes, and crying for "Carnar- 
von Terms or Separation." Tho Island 
may separate if sho wishos. Lord Duf- 
ferin told them plainly what separation 
meant iu their case. The Mainland can 
do without Victoria, but Victoria cannot 
exist without the Mainland. Nanaimo.ou 
the Island, has the solid meaus of pros- 
perity in her splendid coal mines; but 
Victoria, which is tho cause of all this 
trouble, were alio left to hor own resour- 
ces, would fall back to what sho was be- 
i'o re— a Siwash Banche. 

Allow mo once more to say tho Main- 
land is satisfied, so far, that they have 
confidence in tho Dominion Ministry ful- 
filling all their obligations, so far as can 
be douo wi:h justico to tlio rest of tho 
Dominion; that they believe there has 
been no unnecessary delay; that they have 
faith in the railway, which is a uecesaity 
not alone to them, but to tho Dominion 
at huge, and, may I add, to tho Imperial 
Government also.

Foreigners in Paris. 

Thero aro not at present an im- 
mense number of foreigners in Paris. 
A friend who knows the city well has 
given mo some statistics in regard to 
this matter, which I had intouded to 
append to this letter, but I have just 
met with a letter from tho Paris cor- 
respondent of the "Daily News," 
from which I prefer taking tho follow- 
ing extiacts: — The Germans havo como 
back and brought their friends and 
kindred with them, till their peaceful, 
and prosperous faces aro more numer- 
ous than the spiked helmots of tho 
war time. It is estimated that at least 
two hundred thousand Germans might 
be counted in Paris and tho faubourgs; 
perhaps more. They monopolize the 
trades of bankers, brewers, sellers of 
cheap clothing, and they have much 
to say with bootmakers, upholsterers, 
and bazaar keepers. That delicious 
crisp bread of which every mouthful 
is like a lino in tho poetry of eating, and 
which makes a dinner on tho Boule- 
vards appear like a wholo poem, is 
made by a German; tho beer-shops are 
mostly in German hands. One Horr 
Krieger first taught the cabinet-makers 
of the Pauhorg St. Autoiue how to 
make solid chairs ond tables, and that 
fine shop opposite tho new Opera 
House wdiere all the needs and necessities 
for travelling cosily may be bought, is 
kept by a German, Finally all the 
best waiters find most thriving botel- 
keepcrs in Paris aro Germans; for some 
how or other it happens that the 
French, who can manage an eating- 
house to perfection, cannot hold a 
caudle to their conquerors in the organ- 
ization of hotels. Tho positions of 
Germans in Franco is not that of tho 
most favoured nation, but it must bo 
pleasanter or more profitable than lifo 
in Germany, or so many long-headed 
men and discreet matrons would not 
bo so ready to expatriate themselves; 
and it should be added that they know 
very well how to protect themselves 
against annoyacne. 

At Edge ware, John itobiuson, a 
footman in the service of the Rev. 
Charles Henry Taudy.of Tho Hermit- 
age, Harrow, was charged with steal- 
ing CI Ills. (Id., the money of his 
master. Mr. Tandy deposed that 
during t he last, eighteen days ho had 
missed things from his wardrobe, and 
lately money. On Sunday he placed 
£1 Ids. (id. marked money, in a box on 
the dining-hall table, and after tho 
coins were removed ho charged prison- 
er with tho robbery, and sent for a 
policeman and immediately had him 
search, who tho man offered no objection, 
None of the money was found in his 
possession. Edward Francis Tandy, 
sixteen, son of the prosecutor, gave 
evidence against the prisoner, 
and was complimented by Mr. Ser- 
geant Cox on the satisfactory way in 
which he made his statement, but, 
alter heaiiug the evidence of polico 
sergeant; Tunbridgo and detective 
Strange, the Bench recalled tho youth, 
and being much pressed by Mr. Samp- 
son, who defended, ho admitted that 
ho took tho money, and that the pris 
oner was innocent. Mr. Tandy with 
great emotion, informed the Bench 
that he had no previous knowledge of 
this painful circumstance. Ho had 
accused Robinson reluctantly, becauso 
tho man had been an ' exceeningly 
good servant — so much so that witness 
had voluntarily raised his wages. Mr. 
Sergeant Cox said that during all tho 
years ho had sat as a magistrate ho 
had never previously had such a caso 
before him. The prisoner would leavo 
the court without a stain on his char- 
acter.

THE DEBATE. 

The overwhelming majority of 7, with 
■whiohtho government defeated an am- 
endment to clause 2oftho address, was 
Bcarcoly expected by their opponents/who 
immediately moved a rider to clause 2 
■which, iu substance, regrets the failure 
of Lord Carnarvon to recommend tho car- 
rying out of the Carnarvon award, ami 
expresses tho opinion that tho Island 
line should bo built at, onco. Tho gov- 
ernment naturally took exception to tho 
rider a3 an amendment to the Address.but 
promised if it wore brought in as a sub- 
tstautivo resolution to give it their hearty 
support. Nothing could be fairer than 
this promise. It tested tho sincerity of

it was not equal to the strain. It snap- 
ped like a reed in tho hands of the Minis- 
ter of Finance, who showed the utter in- 
consistency of the promotors of the rider 
•who asked -Lho government to incorporate 
it with tho Address, (which would bo con- 
trary to Parliamentary usage,) and yet re- 
fused to bring itin as a substantive resolu- 
tion forwhich tho government would vote. 
Had tho opposition been sincere .were they 
actuated by any worthier desire than to 
embnrass tho government and delay legis- 
lation, they would have seized on this 
opportunity to secure a favorablo expres- 
sion of the Houso on the Carnarvon 
Terms. It remains for some independent 
member, who has no penchant for the 
swoets of office, to givo notico of a reso- 
lution embracing the spirit of tho rider, 
and thus expose tho hollowness of the 
Opposition. Tho debate was conducted 
in a bettor spirit than that which charac- 
terized the debate of tho day previous, 
and both sides have united to prevent 
disturbances in the galleries.

Mr. DeCosmos asked— Has any arrange- 
ment been mado with tho Government 
of tho United States for defining the 
boundary lino of Alaska and British Col- 
umbia; has any correspondence passed 
since last session of Parliament between 
the Government of tho Dominion and 
that of tho United States respecting tho 
said boundary. 

Mr. Mackenzie— Ees; a good deal of 
, correspondence has passed, some of it of 
a very recent date, but it in not in the 
public interest that the correspondence 
should be brought down at present. I 
can only say that the subject has been at- 
tended to as closoly as wo could. 

The Silver Nuisance. 



At 11 o'clock a.m. on Monday, Fob. 20, 
the largo shod on tho poniusulur was 
crowded with men from tho different 
mines to hear the report of tho Welling- 
ton miners in roferenco to tho strike 

Mr! Macdonald of Wellington was vot- 
ed to tho Chair, aud Mr. Mackouzio of 
Harewood acted as secretary. 

The Chairman opened tho meeting by 
saying: Gentlemen, this meeting is call- 
ed in consequence of tho striko at "Wel- 
lington, and to know if all tho minors of 
tho district aro going to support us -tho 
cause of tho striko is for tho 20 cents per 
ton which was taken from us a short time 
ago. Wo have had tho refuse of heaven 
and earth sent horo to tako and work tho 
mines and rob us aud our families of tho 
means of earning our daily broad; but, 
thank God! they aro off tho Island now. 
Wo have paid thoir pwwwffes to any point 
they wW*«3 to go to from Victoria, and 
.-.^iv wo stand in tho samo position as we 
stood a few days ago. 

Mr. Vipond said: Wo aro out on a 
stiiko, lighting for our rights against a 
company who wish to deprive us of our 
rights as men. When wo first went to 
work tor Mr. Dunsniuir all things wont 
on harmoniously, and therowero no com- 
plaints. This was about 187-1 or 1875. As 
tho works inoreased tho boxes by which 
tho coal was drawn out of the mine were 
increased in sizo and tho facilities were 
increased for bringing out larger quanti- 
ties of coal. In July of last year tho pro- 
prietors informed us that owing to tho 
bad state of tho market they must reduce 
tho price to SI per ton for digging the 
coal from j?l 20, which thoy wore giving; 
but as soon as tho market revived and tho 
coal trade improved thoy promised to re- 
turn to the SI 20 per ton; and if tho men 
would go to work at SI per ton thoy would 
supply us with powder at a reduction of 
50 cents per 25 lbs,, which latter they ne- 
ver did. Wo went to work, and our slope 
being 6% feet high, filled our boxes 20 
inches over tho top; but they only fetch- 
ed tho samo weight. Wo tried in vain to 
mako them fetch heavy weights, and still 
thoy only fetched ( J?i to 10 hundred 
weight. Tho speaker hero stated that a 
prime cause of tho striko was tho failuro 
of the scales of tho company to register 
properly, and that tho minors wero "dock- 
ed" for black rock which did not exist, 
Ho further complained that Mr. Duus- 
muir had gone to tho butoher, tho baker 
and tho doctor aud cautioned them not to 
supply or heal the men as thoy would not 
pay them. 

Mr. Darke said that ho would willingly 
act as far as ablo with the union. 

Mr. Jamos Harold rose amid much 
cheering, and exhorted the men to stand 
by each other — unite in carrying out that 
which they had begun; to respect tho 
law, and at the same time to hold fast to 
tlio liberty of freedom of action; to honor 
the laws of Old England, and light for 
freedom of speech and not disgrace them- 
selves by any action or deed; no ono loves 
liberty more than I do. Had the compa- 
ny not shown us what thoy would do by 
fetching tho very off-soou rings of earth 
from San Francisco? and those on strike 
had douo well to them. Thoy had fed 
them and furnished thorn with money to 
carry them to any point they wished to 
go to. 

Mr. James Lewis said : I am opposed 
to a union, though I am willing to g' 



Chairman and tho newly fcrmeri Union 
wero lustily given. 

I may state that it was carried unani- 
mously that tho action and deliberation of 
this moetiug be taken down and reported 
by tho Free Press and Colonist reporters, 
aud that those journuls bo asked to givo 
this report tho fullest publicity.

Rhode 
Island being tho next State, O'Brien and 
others objected to tho voto. Wm. Slater, 
elector for that State, a substituto for 
Geo. H. Corliss, who was tho elected but 
iueligiblo elector of tho Senate then re- 
tired, and Popploton mo\ed a recess till 
to-morrow. Rejected, IS to 83. 

House— Wood moved to reconsider tho 
voto refusing to take recess in order to 
table it for purpose of preventing any de- 
lay in counting tho electoral vote. Yeas 
and Nays were ordered, Yeas, 182; Nays, 
G7. 

O'Brien offered a resolution that the 
voto of Slater bo not counted. After dis- 
cussion, Barnes' substitute was agreed to 
with division. Wilson of Iowa, offered a 
resolution that tho Senate be notified. 
Adopted. 

Joint Session — Tho Senate at six re- 
entered tho chamber, and tho voto of 
Rhode Island was formally announced. 
The next certificate was that of South 
Carolina, authenticated by Gov. Cham- 
berlain, showing seven votes for Hayes 
and Wheeler. Tho second certificate show- 
ed seven for Tilileu and Hendricks with a 
statement by tho electors showing tho 
absence of the governor's authentication. 
Cochrane objected to the Republican cer- 
tificate, and Patterson to tho Democratic 
certificate. 

Tho Somite then retired and tho Houso 
took recess until 10 to-morrow.

Thursday, March 1st. 
Mr. Sneaker took the chair at 2:05 p.m. 

NEW BILLS. 

Mr. Smith introuduced a Lien Bill; also 
a Bill to amend the License Acta, which 
■wore read a first time. 

INDUSTRIES, 

Mr. Smith moved n resolution for an 
address to tha Lieutenant-Governor for 
tho encouragement of tanneries, woolen 
factories and slue factories througliuu 
the Provinoe. 

Mr. Mara seconded the rojolutiou. 

Mr. Beaveu would like to see tho reso- 
lution amended to limit the powers of the 
Government so that the whole revenue 
•would not be spent on these objects. 

Mr. Smith said that last session ho in- 
troduced a resolution which was worded 
liko this at tho suggestion of tho lion, 
senior member for Victoria, llo would 
not consent to the alteration. 

Mr. Ilumphrcys supportedMr. Beaven's 
suggestion. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said tho resolution did 
not propose to give the Governor the 
great rwvor hou. gentlemen opposite im- 
dnrmpi,' ■•Jg l id. The Government was only 
asked to irake the matter into considera- 
tion with a view of encouraging, etc. Ho 
objected, however, to tho resolution where 
it applied to the interior. He thought tha 
resolution should apply to tho whole 
Province. 

Mr. Smith consented to this alteration 
and also to Mr. Beaven's suggestion and 
the resolution was carried. 

MONGOLIAN. 

Mr. Sin. th asked what s'eps had been 
taken by tho Government to prevent tha 
Province being over-run by Chinese, in 
accordance with a resolution of this 
House last session? 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said thai the question 
should bo put in a different form, which 
was agreod to, and tho Government will 
probably answer to-day. 

CASSIAR MAIL. 

Mr. Smith moved for an address to tho 
Dominion Govornmont for tho establish- 
ment of a semi monthly mail between 
Cassiar and Victoria in tho summer, and 
monthly during tho winter. The Iron, 
mover stated in forcible terms the neces- 
sity for regular mail service between the 
points named. 

Seconded by Mr. Evans. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said this Government 
addressed tho Dominion Government on 
this subject before winter set in. 

Tho resolution was carried. 

LUNATIC ASYLUU AND HOSPITAL. 

Mr. Smith moved that a Select Com- 
mitteo bo appointed to visit tho Koyal 
Hospital and tho Lunatic Asylum; such 
committee to be composed of Messrs. Ash, 
Smith, Brown, Douglas and Gallagher; 
with power to call forepersons audpapors, 
and report to this House. 

Mr. Brown seconded. 

Tho hon. mover referred to tho wonder- 
ful reforms tha. had rosultod in tho man- 
agement of tho Lunatic Asylum from a 
visit of a committee of this Houao last 
session. 

Tho motion was carried. 

REPLY TO THE GOVERNOR'S Sl'KKCn. 

Mr. Evans resumed the discussion on 
tho reply to tho Governor's speech. Ho 
disclaimed any spirit of factiousnoss in his 
support of tho amendments, and referred 
to tho assertion of soma hon. members 
that tho Carnarvon Terms had no exia- 
tonco, or never had any. He denied this; 
those terms were still intact, in support 
of which assertion he quoted from Lord 
Carnarvon's dispatch offering to arbitrate 
if both parties would ngroa to bo bound 
by his award. There waa no ambiguity 
there. Tho hon. Ministers had rattled 
their desks yesterday when thu hon. mem- 
ber for Nanaimo said thero were no such 
terms in oxislenco as tho Carnarvon 
Terms. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— I did nothing of tho 
kind, nor do I believe either of my col- 
leagues did. 

Mr. Evans— Thero was no doubt in his 
mind that the arbitration was intended to 
be final. Tho Governor's speech spoke 
of tlto "question being still in abey- 
ance," which question was referred to? 
It meant the repudiation of the Railway 
agreement. He could not understand 
hou. gontlemou who were pledged to sup- 
port tho Carnarvon Terms voting for this 
address. Tho hon. Chief Commissioner 
had said he would voto for three railways, 
but ho went on to say that one railway 
would not pass. Ho believed railways 
woro built to settlo up a country, and 
thought tho Island Railway would bring 
themain traffic to the best port in theProv- 
inco — Esqnimalt. The hou. Chief Com- 
missioner after expressing himself upon 
the Island Railway retired, and came bask 
again with changed vuws on the railway 
question. Ho believed the Canadian 
people woro willing to do us justice, but 
bo did not believe the present govern- 
ment intended to act fairly towards us. 
Tho consequences of tho voto which wan 
about to bo taken would extend far be- 
yond this generation, lie did not believo 
with tho leader of the opposition that 
tho road would never bo built. Ho had 
never said so. Tho road would bo built 
ns a national work. He was not in favour 
of separation, (Cheers) But if all the 
obligations of Canada were to bo repudi- 
ated, ho could not say what ho might do, 
(ohoors from the government side of tho 
House). Tho day would como when 
right would prevail over might. (Cheers) 

Tho Houao was horo rung in ami the 



question put. Shall tho words proposed to 
bo struck out stand part of tho question," 
with tho following result: 

The vote] was then taken and the 
nmendmont of Mr. Walkem resulted as fol 
lows:

Tho victory for tho government was 
announced amid mingled cheers and 
hitsos from tho galleries mid all parts of 
tho House. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho hoped ap- 
plause from tho galleries would bo stop- 
ped. It had tho effect of intorforing with 
the independence of hou. members. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott re-echoed tho remarks 
of tho hon. leader of tho opposition, and 
hoped no friend of the ministry would 
applaud anything ho or his colleagues 
might say. 

Mr. Speaker said he thaukod tho hon. 
gentleman for thoir remarks and had no 
doubt they would have tho effect of 
preserving order in tho future. 

Dr Ash moved tho following words to 
clause 2: "Wo extremely regret that tho 
dispatches of Lord Carnarvon conveying 
tho opinion that settlements recommend- 
ed by his Lordship in 187-1 havo been 
rendered impracticable in certain re- 
spects, ns wo oousider the Esqnimalt and 
Nanaimo railway should bo built atonco." 
Seconded by Mr. W. Brown. 
Mr. Elliott — If I were to adopt this 
it would be admittiug that clause 2 does 
not refer to tho Island line; and if the 
hon. gentleman will bring it in as a sub- 
stantive resolution and not as an addition 
to tho Address I will give it my support. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho — Tho undisguised 
aim of the Opposition in moving this 
amendment is to defeat the Government, 
and it is introduced for tho purposo of 
placing independent supporters of tho 
Government in a falso position. It is so 
drawn that not only many private mom- 
bers but tho Government themselves aro 
bound to admit their support of tho ab- 
stract principle embodied in it. If tho 
movers aro sincere in their desiro to have 
a fair expression of opinion on tho ques- 
tion of tho Carnarvon Terms, thoy will 
withdraw their amendment and introduce 
it subsequently as a substantive resolu- 
tion [hear, hear]. Tho practice of trying 
to defeat a Government on the reply to 
tho Address has long fallen into disuetude 
in England and Canada, it being taken to 
bo a matter of courtesy to tho Queen oi- 
lier representative to pass tho Address 
without division, and to assail Govern- 
ment measures when afterwards introduc- 
ed. Ho trusted the Opposition would 
withdraw their 'notion now and accept 
tho assurance which tho Premier had 
given and which ho (Mr. Smitho) most 
heartily endorsed, that lie would support 
it at subsequent stage of proceedings. 

Mr. Walkem — This is tho oruoiblo by 
wdiich the Government aro to bo tostad. 
If the Government aro sincere they will 
then adopt this resolution. It is is a ques- 
tion of a most important kind to every 
man, woman and child to address the 
Crown in a most roqjeetful way, aud no 
ono can object to it in any way. It is my 
impression that tho railway should bo 
built and wo have tho assurance of tho 
leader of the Government that ho thinks 
it should bo built. Tho object of this 
motion is for tho Govornmont to show all 
that thoy are sincere. I ask them not to 
throw away a golden opportunity of re- 
trieving their lost ground of yesterday, 
If they do not pass this resolution, aud if 
I see that thero is a factious opposition to 
this resolution, as of yestorday to the 
amendment, then, sir, I will stand on tho 
lloor of this House as long as my breath 
lasts. I was astonished when tho hon. 
gentlemen get up to oppose it. I never 
before had to battle with such an incom- 
petent sot of men. They don't think of 
thoir country or constituents, bnt they 
think of their places. Thoy have shown 
this all along. They say they will lose 
thoir places by simply voting a respect- 
ful address to tho Crown. 

Mr. Smitho roso to explain that us a 
resolution ho had no objection whatever 
to the amendment, but it would bo plac 
ing independent members in an awkward 
position as it altors the construction of tho 
clause. 

Mr. Walkem— Tho explanation is worse 
than tho former remark. I am going to 
dwo!l on this, and insist on this resolut ion 
being placed after tho 2nd clause. Must 
I humble myself as a member of this 
House to ask them to tell the Dominion 
ef Canada that the railway must bo com- 
menced at once. I entreat them to con 
sent to this. Is there anything impropt- 
iu thin, anything discourteous? Wo havo 
fought our battle now. Wo ask them not 
to stultify themselves; not to sacrifice our 
dearest interest, but let them respectfully 
tell Canada that wo want tho railway built 
at onoo. 

Mr. Boa von regretted that tho loader of 
the Government had forced this through 
tho house. In reference to this question , 
if honorable gentlemen aro really sincere 
in wishing to havo tho railway built, they 
will at once voto for this resolution, and 
instead of it being a voto of want of confi- 
dence it will strengthen tho voto of their 
ow.i side, aud will also gain thorn votes 
from the Opposition. They had stated 
that if thoio amendments were accepted 
that thoy would not consider it a voto of 
want of confidence Wo only want to 
make this so clear that the action of this 
House will not bo prejudicial to tho in- 
terests of the Rouse. If they vote a reso- 
lution of this kind down they aro thou 
voting down what thoy did last session. 
The Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works would make us believo that tho 
railway is of no uso whatever going 
through a barren country. If ho consid- 
ers, tho only portion of tho road com 
inouced, beginning at Thunder Bay for 
about 130 milos, runs through a more 
barron country than any you can find in 
British Columbia. 

Dr. Ash here called tho Speaker's atten- 
tion to tho absence of members from t' o 
lloor. 

Tho Speaker said that he would havo 
to adjourn tho honsa if thero were not 
sufficient members present. 

Mr. Boaven— Somo members havo also 
contended that tho Dominion Government 
should bo incousistont in building tho 
road as it would run alongsido navigable 
wator; but the Dominion Government 
have dons this Y»ry thing with L»ke 



Superior. When tho Governor-General 
was here ho contended that tho offor of 
8750,000 was a very fair offer, and mom- 
bars in the House at Ottawa agreed that 
it was about tho value of tho road. This 
showed tho notice taken of what was said 
in the Hou60, and would it not havo been 
hotter for them to havo said, gentlemen 
wo are as earnest as yoursolves, and any 
amendment you may think right wo will 
accept if wo do not think it against tho in- 
terests of the country. 

Mr. Williams— I cannot soe what harm 
tho clause can do, but rather that it will 
do good, and I cannot soo in what way it 
joopardisos their seats. 

Dr. Tolmio — Laying over tho railway 
for a year is liko laying over a Cariboo 
claim for six months, and ho thought tho 
wisest policy would bo to wait for ovonts. 
With regard to araendmouta being allow- 
ed in tho Ontario Houso, thoy wero not 
vital amendments like this. I quito ugreo 
with tho Govornmont policy. 

Mr. Gallagher stated that this amend- 
ment would bo in our favor, and ho 
should voto for it. 

Cant. Evans stated that ho would givo 
tho Government ovory support if he only 
saw that thoy wore honest. He th°ught 
it was a fair tost as to whother they were 
sincere. 

Mr. Pimbury thought if tho Opposition 
woro siucoro thoy would bring tho resolu- 
tion in in another form. 

Mr. Elliott said tho hon. member for 
Comox had read from a newspaper somo 
extracts from his (Mr. Elliott's) address 
or hustings speech at his last oleclion, and 
ho wished to inform that hou. gentleman 
and tho Houso that ho would not abato 
ono word of what ho had then said. Ho 
considered himself just as much pledged 
to what was known as tho Carnarvon 
award or settlement now as ha was when 
ho addressed his constituents from tho 
hustings; and when ho objected to tho 
clause being inserted as a rider to tho 
speech, he was not actuated by any oppo- 
sition to tho spirit of tho amendment, for 
if it were brought in an a substautivo mo 
tion he was prepared to givo it his hearty 
support. When hon. gontlemou of tho 
Opposition assuro tho House that they 
havo no desire to defeat tho Government 
but are prepared if this matter is cou- 
cedod to them to givo tho Government a 
hearty support; and then almost in tho 
same breath accuse the Government of 
being incompetent, corrupt and every- 
thing that is bad, ho could not but think 
thoy wero insincero. And when the Op- 
position refused to accept his assurance 
that ho would support their views in this 
matter if introduced as a separate resolu- 
tion, ho thought they must believo him 
to bo as insincere as they woro themselves 
(applause.) Let it ba brought forward 
as a substantive resolution. 

Mr. Walkem wished hou. gentlemen 
to understand that by passing this they 
will not forfeit either the confidence of 
tho Houso, himself or country, and if ho 
had been in his plac e ho would havo nc- 
oeptod this resolution al once. IIo said 
ho (Mr. Elliott) would increase his ioi- 
poct by passing this. 

Mr. Humphreys sta'ed that ho was as- 
tonished at tho action of tho government 
in refusing to accept this resolution. The 
proposition of the Finance Minister to 
bring this in us a substantive resolution 
does not do him credit, it is like sending 
a small boat out to sea after a largo ship, 
and were this put as a substantive, it 
would becomo of no valuo whatever. Tho 
government admit that they agree with 
this resolution, and when they have been 
assured that it will not bo takou as a voto 
of want of confidence, ho felt certain that 
it would in no way bo detrimental to 
thorn. It doos not effect their credit in 
any way. How then is it possible for 
them to bo siucoro if they cannot accept 
this. 

Tho hon. geutlemon was still on his 
foet when tho hour of sounded and tho 
Houso adjourned till Friday at 2 P. M.

City Police Court. 

(Before Judge Courtnoy.) 

TiiurtsDAY, March 1st. 
Frederick Harrison, on remand from 
the 22nd February, wus again brought up, 
Mr. Robertson appearing for the propecu- 
tion, produced two witnesses. 

Mr. Yates being sworn, said in an- 
swer to Mr. Robortson, that ho resided at 
Soda Creek, recollected the 24th and 25th 
December last, I was then acting as 
Deputy Post Master at Soda Creek, and 
continued to act as such until tho last 
mail. I remember receiving a mail on 
tho 25th December last from Barkerville, 
the document produced marked A. is tho 
time bill accompanying that mail, the 
G.15P. M. aud 7 A. M. aro in my baud 
writing and tho figures G.15 P. M. indi- 
cates tho time of dispatch, tho mail con- 
sisted of ono lockod, bag, and a way-bag 
(not locked) ; tho locked bag is used for 
mail put up in regular order, and 
accompanied by letter bills. By 
regular order I mean that tho mails 
is put up in order an I addrossed to tho 
separate offices for which thoy ore in- 
tended. Tho lock bag comos from Bark- 
orvillo, tho next distributing ofilco is 
Clinton, and when the mail arrivos at 
Clinton thero is a redistribution of letters. 
In its transit from Barkerville to Clinton, 
tho bag is opened at each intermediate 
oflice, and the package for each office is 
taken out aud bag is then rolockod anil sont 
on. Tho way bag would go right through 
from Barkerville to Clinton, it is an open 
collecting bag containing letters handed 
to tho Postmaster after tho mail ha, 7 , 
closed. I have never seen a registered 
letter in a way-bag, nor would I forward 
ono in it. On tho 25th December I ox 
amiued the said 2 bags and also tho way- 
bag, but saw no registered letter in it; 

Cross examined by Mr. Davie. — Tho 
Upper Fraser steamer was not running at 
tho time, tho mail came by laud between 
Quennelmouth and Soda Crock. When 
1 took tho packages out of the lockod 
bug, I paid no particular attention to tho 
other packages in tho open way-bag. 
There might bo lotters put in at Barker- 
ville, ttioso would bo taken out at Van 
Winkle, stamped, and put in tho lockod 
bag. The mail would atop between Bark- 
ervillo aud Clinton at the followingpoiuts: 
Stauloy, Quotmel, Alexandria, Soda Creek, 
150 milo house, and Lao La Haolio. It is 
usual for tho mail to go through from 
Quesnel to Soda Creek in ono day. In 
answer to the Court. — Each Postmaster 
liaB a koy, but am riot aware that Johnson 
has one; no one at Soda Creek had an op- 
portunity of oponing tho bag but myself. 
It waa a letter bag fastened with straps 
running through rings to tho lock which 
closed with a spring. 

Michael O'Connor called, in nnswer to 
Mr. Robertson testified as follows: That 
ho resided at Clinton, and was Postmaster 
there from 10th December last; I received 
tho mail from Barkerville of the 24th on 
tho 27th; the Clinton office is a distribut 
ing oliue, that is, all letters gathered aro 
distributed afresh; all letters for parts 
above New Westminster would have to 
ba handled by me, and sent off to their 
different destinations; registered lotters 
are frequently sent, they are numbersd, 
and the number with the addross placed 
on tho letter bill, and this sent to the 
Postmastor where tho letter is to be de- 
livered, or to the Postmastor at tho dis- 
tributing oflice, shoul 1 i here be ono inter- 
vening; I now produce a letter bill mark- 
ed B. received by mo on tho 27th; there 
aro two registered lotters marked on it, 
namely. No. 5(10, addressed to John Tait 
Kiimloops, and No. 501 to E. Tic, Yale; 
I examined first tho Barkerville package 
and found No. 5G1 only; it was an ordin- 
ary sized envelope, such as now producod, 
markod C; I could not find No. 500; I ex- 
amined all the packages and way bag 
thoroughly; tho next day I telegraphed to 
Mr. R, Allen at Barkerville, who is also 
an operator, but the letter No. 500 was 
missing, and no such letter has passsd 
through Clinton since, and it could not 
have passed without my knowledge. 

Ou the application i)f Mr. Robertson 
the oast) was remanded for one week. 

The witnesses wero bound over to 
prosecuto aud give evidence.
